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HOW AND WHY IT HELPS TO KEEP THE ENGINE COOL 


AND PREVENTS THE FORMATION OF CARBON. 


(T h is Editorial can be found in the J anuary issue of the Auto­ 
m obile Trade J ournal, of Philadelphia, on page 159 
W e could not 
cite a higher authority , on this subject.) 


“ W ater introduced into a gasoline engine sh ow s an effect more 
or less pronounced on FIRST, the cooling; SECOND, the lubrica­ 
tion; THIRD, the quality of the mix ture, or power of the engine; 
FO U R T H , the thermal efficiency or jiercentage of power in the fuel 
actually delivered as power; FIFTH, the carbon deposit. 


T H E E F F E C T O N C O O L IN G . 
Alter water reaches the boiling point, 212 deg. Fahr.. in order 
to be turned into steam of the sam e temperature, som e five tim es as 
much heat is required to change the w ater into steam, as to raise 
the sam e amount of w ater from the freezing point to the boiling 
point. 
It is thus apparent that even a small amount of water 
thrown in with the charge will absorb a large amount of beat from 
the m etal of the piston and ex haust valve when turned into steam. 
There is no question but y iat a well-regulated amount of m oist­ 
ure in the charge would maintain a more uniform temperature of 
the cy linders, pistons and valves. 


TO H E L P L U B R IC A T IO N . 
W ater has considerable lubrication qualities in itself; the cy l­ 
inders of som e steam engines are entirely lubricated by the water 
of condensation. 
W ater on the cy linders or piston w alls would 
benefit the lubrication both by its own action and by reducing the 
amount of oil burnt or vaporized before it was “ worn out.' 
A sm all amount of moisture se e m s to have a noticeable effect 
on the mix ture. 
This is noticed when driving a car from a dry 
atm osphere to the moist air adjacent to water-falls or rapids, or in 
the evening dew. 
My ex perience has been that injecting water as a fine 
spray is 
the best way in which to add the m oisture and that on the flex ible 
autom obile engine sone* m eans for autom atically shutting off the 
water on closed throttle is necessary for its successful use. 


H O W C A R B O N IS R E M O V E D . ' 
W hen steam is brought into contact with glowing carbon, water 
gas is formed. 
This is composed of hy drogen and carbon. 
The 
steam is decomposed by the carbon and is broken up into its consti­ 
tuent elem ents, hy drogen and ox y gen. 
The free ox y gen then com ­ 
bines with the carbon. 
This is supposed to happen in an autom o­ 
bile or other internal combustion engine. 
As soon as the carbon 
heats to a redness it is consum ed by the free ox y gen liberated from 
the steam. 
Carbon in the engine does no harm until it accum ulates 
to a considerable quantity ; before which time, if m oisture in suffi­ 
cient amount has* been present in the charge, it will have disap­ 
peared. 
While steam is undoubtedly the condition of the m oisture 
at the time of final action, 1 find that it m akes no difference whether 
it is fed into the charge as steam or as water. 
If the latter, as soon 
as it is ex posed to the heat inside qf the cy linder its condition 
would be the sam e as if fed as steam. 


C O N C L U S IO N S . 
To summarize, a small amount of moisture in ihe charge when 
engine is working: 
1st. Aids cooling. 
2nd, Economizes on oil consumption. 
;>rd. Gives better lubrication. 
4th.Increases the power of the engine. 
5th, Eliminates Carbon.

Yea rs In Germany Tells 
of Conditions

ing sta tem ents of a woman of tha t. 
<iiy just returned from four y ea rs in 
Germany , tho paper being sent to the! 
R egister by courtesy of A. J . Lasby : j 
Hatred is dea d among the pooples i 
of Europe today . 
This is the verdict of Miss M a bel! 
J acobs, a former Northfleld resident,! 
who re.urned to her home in Minne­ 
apolis a lter six y ears iu Europe. 
She j 
lived in Germany from the autumn o f 
19 13 until a fter the a rm istice 
wa s j 
signed. 
A ta ll, ^straight woman of 
Norwegian descenr, Miss J acobs 
suf-; 
fered a lm ost every conceivable hard-i 
ship through the y ears of war with-l 
out flinching.

She did not lea ve un­ 
til a fter the signing of the a rm istice 
la st fall. 
Then she went to friends in 
j Bavaria, and between Christmas and j 
April 1 she gained forty pounds on a j 
diet of milk and pudding.

The rhu barb in y ou r garden ready 
for u se now has m any p ossibilities. 
In 
addition 
to 
the 
deliciou s 
rhu barb 
sau ce arid rhu barb p ie, there are many 
other way s of serv ing it. 
For some 
of these way s recip es hav e been te st­ 
ed in the ex p erim ental kitchen of the 
office of home economics, TT. S. de­ 
p artm ent of agricu ltu re. 
If y ou make 
u se of them, they will lengthen y ou r 
list of fav orite sp ring dishes and af­ 
ford y ou r family more op p ortu nity for 
say ing ‘ T ha t’s fine! 
You ’re a won­ 
derfu l cook.” 
Half a dozen clu m p s of rhu barb, 
whose acid stalks make a good su b­ 
s titu te for fru it, shou ld p rov ide a su p ­ 
p ly all su m m er for a family of av ­ 
erage size. 
Here are some tested recip es: 
Rhub arb Souffle 
4 cu p s rhu barb. 
Itablesp oon fat. 
2 tablesp oons flou r. 
1 cu p su gar. 
I-2 cu p milk. 
2 eggs. 
2 tablesp oons su gar. 
W ash rhu barb and cu t into small 
p ieces. 
Add only as mu ch w ater as is 
necessary to p rev ent bu rning. 
Add 1 
cu p su gar when rhu barb has reached 
the p oiling p oint, and boil u ntil well 
cooked and tender. 
Pou r off the ju ice 
and p u t the p u lp in bottom of greased 
baking dish. 
Melt fat, add flou r, and 
gradu ally hot milk. 
W hen well thick­ 
ened p ou r into y olks of eggs beaten 
u ntil thick and mix ed with 2 table­ 
sp oons of su gar. 
Cool, c u t and fold 
in whites of eggs beaten stiff. 
Pou r 
mix tu re ov er rhu barb and bake in 
slow ov en 40 m inu tes or u ntil firm. 
Serv e a t once w ith the rhu barb ju ice 
as sau ce. 
This recip e will m ake six 
av erage serv ings. 
Rhub arb Baked with Raisins 
W ash rhu barb and cu t in half-inch 
slices. 
For a p ou nd of rhu barb take 
1-2 cu p raisins and 1 cu p su gar. Cov er 
raisins with boiling w ater and let cook 
u ntil the p u lp is tend er and the w ater 
ev ap orated to 2 or 3 tablesp oonfu ls. 
Sp rinkle rhu barb, raisins and su gar in 
a baking dish and let cook in the ov en 
or on top of the range u ntil rhu baarb 
is tender bu t not broken. Pru nes may 
be u sed instead of raisins. 
Rhub arb Marmalad e 
I I - 2 cu p s u np eeled rhu barb. 
3-4 cu p shredded p ineap p le. 
3-4 cu p grou nd carrot. 
1 1-4 cu p s su gar. 
1 lemon. 
1 teasp oon salt. 
Cook carrot in enou gh boiling salted 
w ater to cov er. 
W hen 
tender 
add 
shredded p ineap p le and rhu barb cu t 
in slices 1-4 inch thick and lemon 
q u artered lengthwise and cu t in thin 
slices. 
Cook ingredients slowly , stir­ 
ring as little as p ossible u ntil thick. 
This recip e makes three glasses m ar­ 
malade. 
Rhub arb Gelatine Pud d ing 
2 tablesp oons gelatine. 
1-2 cu p cold w ater. 
2 cu p s rhu barb ju ice. 
1 cu p boiling w ater. 
1-2 teasp oon lemon ex tract. 
Make rhu barb ju ice by cooking fou r 
cu p s of diced rhu barb with one cu p of 
ftu gar u ntil tender; then strain off the 
ju ice. 
Soak the gelatin in cold w ater 
fiv e m inu tes and dissolv e in boiling 
water. 
Add su gar and stir u ntil dis­ 
solv ed, then add rhu barb ju ice. Strain 
into a mold first dip p ed in cold w ater 
and chill. 
T his am ou nt will m ake six 
av erage serv ings. 
This recip e is p articu larly u sefu l as 
a m eans of u sing the ju ice when a 
dish req u iring only the p u lp of the 
rhu barb is made. 
If desired it m ay be 
serv ed with diced fru it. 
Rhub arb Bavarian Cream 
2-3 tablesp oon granu lated gelatine. 
2 tablesp oons cold water. 
1 cu p rhu barb p u lp made by boiling 
u ntil tender, 4 cu p s of rhu barb with 1 
to 2 cu p s su gar, according to taste. 
1-2 cu p su gar. 
1-2 teasp oon salt. 
1 cu p cream , whip p ed. 
Soak gelatin in cold w ater. 
Add 
su gar to rhu barb 
p u lp , lemon ju ice, 
and soaked gelatine; chill in p an of 
ice water, stirring constantly . 
W hen 
it begins to thicken fold in whip p ed 
cream , mold and chill. 
This recip e will fill 
six av erag e­ 
sized indiv idual mo lds. 
Rhuba rb Ta pio ca 
1-2 cup pearl tapio ca. 
2 cups water. 
. 1-2 teaspo o n salt. 
2 cups sweetened rhubarb sauce.
